Cornmeal 
exports have not Increased in the same 
proportion, showing1 that Europeans pre- 
fer to import the corn in bulk and grind 
it fo;1 themselves, thus saving-vine cost of 
labor in the mills ar.d the cost of sacking1. 
In spite of tho fact that corn has been a 
staple product In this country ever siricts 
its settlement by Europeans, Its exporta- 
tion ia more or less a new thing'. It ha.s 
required considerable hard work to edu- 
cate the foreigners up to the possibilities 
of cornmeal as a food, but U seems that 
they are beginning to appreciate its ad- 
vantages and are taking to it as naturally 
as a cat takes to milk.
